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MORE ABOUT “TWISTING.” 

Last month we printed an editorial article ex- 
pressing some impatience with the outcry against 
“twisting.” Our position is, that while undoubted- 
ly many agents make use of improper and dishonest 
arguments in order to induce policyholders to drop 
one contract and accept another in some other 
company, yet much of the talk about the evils of 
“twisting” is hypocritical; and we feel that, under 
proper conditions, it is not only the agent’s right, 
but his duty to induce a policyholder to change an 
unfavorable contract for one more in his interest. 
In this connection, the following letter received 
from a field man having charge of a considerable 
territory for one of the leading annual dividend 
companies is interesting: 

“Gentlemen: We read with pleasure in the editorial 
section of your “Life Insurance News” of September 
30th the article on “twisting,” and while we heartily agree 
with everything stated therein, we think that more 
should be written in favor of the agent who changes. or, 
more properly speaking, adjusts insurance in favor of 
the insured, as the majority of recent writings which we 
have seen on this point represent the agent who had 
changed a policy from one company to another as no 
better than the confidence man. 

“In connection with this we are sending you a state- 
ment of a policy which we changed from one of the 
leading New York companies giving you all the figures 
and guarantees in the two contracts, and would ask your 
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opinion regarding this change as we are anxious in all 
matters pertaining to our work to deal absolutely square 
not only with our clients but with other companies. If 
you choose to write about this case in your magazine, 
we have no objection, although we would ask you not 
to mention our company or the company from whom the 
policy was taken. 

“This party had $100,000 insurance, Ordinary Life, on 
the 20 Year Deferred Dividend basis taken at age 54, at 
a premium of $5,795, and he: had paid five full years’ 
premiums on this contract; and we advised him at his 
then attained age, 58, to take paid-up insurance of $19,- 
400 and purchase with us $80,000, 15 Payment Life, at a 
gross premium of $6,600.80, which proposition he ex- 
amined carefully and accepted. At the end of the first 
year a cash dividend was declared of $876, which made 
his net cost $5,724.80, and at the end of the second year 
he received a cash dividend of $892, reducing his cost to 
$5,708.80. Although he paid a little larger gross pre- 
mium when this change was made, as a mortuary divi- 
dend is payable under our contract he actually is ob- 
taining insurance in the event of death at a consider- 
ably lower rate than he was paying under the original 
policy. The guaranteed cash surrender value at the end 
of 15 years, or 20 years from the time at which he bought 
his original policy, is considerably larger in the changed 
policy than in the original contract, and in addition to 
this if he selects the cash value he has a bonus by mak- 
ing the change of $19,400 paid-up insurance, and his in- 
surance during the period has cost considerably less as 
evidenced by the dividends which we have already de- 
clared. Should he, however, accept paid-up insurance, 
he receives $80,000 under the changed policy besides re- 
taining the $19,400, making a total of $99,400 against 
their guaranteed paid-up policy of $66,200. This, of 
course, also is obtained at a considerably lower rate. 
To be perfectly fair, however, he would have received 
at the end of fifteen years from the time he made the 
change the cash dividend then apportioned by the other 
company. 

“We submit you the figures guaranteed and printed 
im the two policies without further argument, requesting 
you to give us an expression of opinion regarding the 
change which we have made. We would prefer, of 
course, to have you print your views without naming the 
companies or ourselves in your coming issue.”

It will be seen from the above figures that in this 
particular instance the guarantees under the $80,- 
ooo Fifteen-Payment policy are larger than the 
corresponding values four years later under the 
Ordinary Life policy as follows: After the fifth 
year, for extended insurance; after the tenth year, 
for paid-up insurance; and, after the eleventh 
year, for cash surrender. The insured also has 


the large additional protection and advantage of 
the $19,400 paid-up insurance in the New York 
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company. A fair comparison of the two contracts 
would undoubtedly favor the Limited Payment 
policy. 

At the same time, it must not be forgotten that 
the dividend which the deferred dividend company 
would pay at the end of the twenty years would 
amount to a large sum, in all probability. On the 
other hand, in the case of the death of the insured 
at any time during the twenty years, his estate 
would forfeit the dividends already accrued under 
the deferred dividend contract but not payable 
etl the completion of the dividend period. 

We invite any interested subscriber to favor us 
with his views regarding this particular transac- 
tion. This seems to us typical of many cases 
where “twisting” is permissible.

Attached hereto as exhibit ‘D’ is an or- 
iginal answer, verified by the said Bom- 
mer, to a complaint brought in an action 
in the Supreme Court of Onondaga coun- 
ty in the year 1905, against the said 
Philip Bommer, F. H. Duckwitz, et al, 
in relation to the said transfer, in which 
the said defendants deny ‘that none of 
the assets mentioned in said contract,

“Sir: In accordance with your ap- 
pointment No. 2052, I have made an in- 
vestigation of the management of the 
Provident Savings Life Assurance So- 
ciety since December 2, 
the date that the society was ordered to 
cease writing new business. 

“Since the beginning of this investiga- 
tion the control of this company, through 
ownership of a large portion of its stock, 
has changed hands. The new manage- 


ment, so far as I am able to ascertain, is | 


composed of reputable men who have 
been successful in the past in different 
avocations, and their ability and integ- 
rity should do much to bring the com- 
pany up to a position where it can again 
write new business. 

“At the time of the last report made 
you the company was impaired $414,- 
601.88 on the basis of the Actuaries’ 
Experience Table of Mortality with 4 per 
cent. interest on policies written prior 
to January 1, 1901, and American Expe- 
rience Table of Mortality with interest 
at 3% per cent. on policies issued since 
January 1, 1901, while surplus of $154,- 
$98.12 was found, using 4% per cent. in- 
-terest basis for all policies. This was 
the condition of the company on Sep- 
tember 30, 1907, the date to which the 
financial condition was brought. The 
market values as of December 31, 1906, 
were used also in this report. 

“According to the testimony of Mr. 
Henry Moir, the actuary of the company, 
up to June 30, 1908, the company had, if 
the bonds were taken at the old values, 
made an improvement of nearly $200,000. 
However, taking the bonds at the market 
quotations of June 30th the actual im- 
provement is about $140,000, thereby re- 
ducing the impairment to about $270,000, 
and increasing the surplus on the 4% 
per cent. basis to about $300,000. This 
would indicate that in spite of the facts 
referred to later, there had been a de- 
cided improvement in the condition of 
the company. This, however, was in 
spite of the extravagant management of 
the so-called Philadelphia syndicate. 
Their own testimony shows that their 
only object was private gain, regardless 
ef the interests of the policyholders. This 
is shown in the case of Mr. Terry, who 
wes selected by them as one of their di- 
rectors. 

“This man was shown by the records 
of the company as being uninsurable, 
was given several months insurance with- 
out any compensation to the company. 
This is shown by the minutes of the 

eeting of the finance committee, copies 
of which are filed with this report. This 
violation of the law of this State was done 
secretly and while the members of the 
committee were in the jurisdiction of 
the laws of another State, undoubtedly 
to cover up their misdeeds. The voting 
and paying of a salary at the rate of 
$18,000 a year to the vice-president is 
another case where there cannot be too 
severe criticism of the motives which 
actuated this management and is but the 
natural sequence where’ unscrupulous 
persons secure the management of the 
funds of a life insurance company. 

“Mr. MecSorley, the vice-president of 
the company under this management,

but he stated on oath that he ‘could not 
say that he did anything’ as vice-presi- 
dent of the company.

filed herewith, shows that they had no 
conception of the duties of trusteeship 
involved in life insurance management. 
“Mr. McSorley was paid $750 as salary 
for vice-president for the first half of 
April without any authority from the 
board of directors. Whether the pay- 
ment of this salary fo Mr. McSorley 
without first being voted by the directors 


| is a violation of -the law, is herewith sub- 


mitted for your. consideration. The 
Philadelphia syndicate so-called have 
been wholly eliminated and can have no 
further influence upon the future of the 
society. 

The present management of the com- 
pany have, so far as I am able to judge 
from their actions since obtaining con- 
trol, been working for the best interests 
of the policyholders and I doubt not that 
they will earnestly endeavor to bring 
the company to a safe and satisfactory 
financial basis. Large economies have 
been effected as shown by the testimony 
of Mr. Langham and assurance is given 
of further economies when practicable. 

“The interests of the society are safe- 
guarded by the men who have accepted 
the task as directors and I have no doubt 
that they will devote their best efforts to 
placing the company in a position where 
it can again invite the public to purchase 
its contracts. 

“The greatest problem before the com- 
pany is still the proper working out of 
its real estate. This, together with the 
economical management, should maintain 
the confidence of the policyholders in the 
integrity of the company. 

“TI file herewith copies of the proceed- 
ings of the board of directors, and also of 
the finance committee, since September 
and October of last year, together with 
the testimony of Messrs. Coyle, McSor- 
ley, Brumm, Grady, Moir, Langham, Hub- 
bard, Lockwood and Dr. Fiske.
